Since Piano 
Man reached the Top 40 in 1974, 
he’s never gone more than three 
years without a hit single. But his

He performed in theaters for 
years, gradually elevating his 
game to the arena level. When he 
gets onstage, Joel gives his all 
every night. Maybe Bruce Spring¬ 
steen works harder, but few oth¬ 
ers exceed Joel’s firepower. 

You look at Billy Joel and 
think: Could one person be any 
more successful? He looks at him¬ 
self and thinks of his failures. 

“I’ve been around for a long 
time as a successful recording art¬ 
ist." he says. "A lot of people 
forget I started out at the bottom, 
and I spent most of my life with¬ 
out money. And I had doubts. I 
had other jobs. I was a painter, a 
landscaper, worked in a gas sta¬ 
tion, short-order cook. I even 
wrote rock criticism. 

These were always day gigs 
which would augment the money I 
was making in the night gigs. 
When I realized I could pay the 
rent and have money left over for 
food from being a musician, that 
was one of the highlights of my
